In the near future ( the exact date is unknown to the source) a Delegation 
of Ukrainian Canadian "progressives" will visit Moscow to impress upon 
3 DEZHNEV and CC CPSU the necessity "to liquidate colonial status of the 
Ukraine, to stop .Russification, and to change present nationality policy 
to a new course based on Leninist principles". 

SOLOMON Yuri of Edmonton, and KRAVCHUK Petro of Toronto are in the delegation 
together with some other progressive leaders. It is reported that KRAVCHUK has 
only lately joined the "band-wagon". Until theta he was rather opposed 
to this scheme. It is not known yet whether Canadian group will be 
supplemented by progressive delegates from the United States* 

The Delegation will travel to Moscow via Kiev. Top echelons in Kiev 
are informed about the purpose of the delegation's visit and approve 
of it. However, Kiev will probably take no part in Moscow negotiations. 

It is said that Kiev is pressing all the time on Moscow to change its 
nationality policy in the Ukraine in a sense stipulated by progressives' 
demands. 

The members of the Delegation are determined to stay in Moscow even 
for a month or longer if necessary and to present their case to the highest 
party and government authorities in Moscow, 

A Canadian communist ( of non-Ukrainian descent) was helping them in 
preparing the necessary materials by Lenin and other communist 
classicists to be used in Moscow negotiations. They Iso have collected 
other stuff to substantiate their argumentation , including some date 
on Ukrainian ethnic group in Canada , Franco-English relations in Canada, 

i. and above all on the state of Ukrainian affairs in the Ukraine itself.

The Delegation came into existence under the pressure of"progre-sive" 
farmer and working class masses in Canada who as a result of numerous trips 
to Ukraine had become aware of the miserable state of Ukrainian affairs 
there. Consequently , on Delegation’s success will defend not only an 
eventaal change in^ nationality policy in the Soviet Union but idea 
future developments inside the progressives as well. Should the Delegation 
fail in its mission to Moscow, this would certainly lead to a deep 
crisis in the whole"ptogressive" movement* 

Members of the Delegation are not sure of tfeeir success or rather 
do not expect any startling change®-- in the immediate future. But they 
hope to adieve at least something and above all,as they mggtRp admit, they 
have to do^^^f or e f&e sake of Ukrainian people, and their own organization 
in Canada and the U.S." 


2. The information about the appointment of RUDENKO Gregori to the 
chief of Protocoil at Foreign Ministry, Ukr SSR in Kiev, came from 
LAPYTSKY Wolodymyr , who claimed to be"first secretary" in one of the 
departments of Foreign Ministry in Moscow, Ukrainian, resident of Moscow, 
staying in Feb/Mar 1967 temporarily in West Germany, in F r ankfurt and Bonn. 
LAPYTSKY claimed to stem from Kiev and spoke a fine Ukrainian. He was 
in company of KONOPLANKIN A. A. wno introduced himself as chief of 
the Soviet Trade Mission in Frankfurt ( or Bonn). Both were interested 
in emigre Ukrainian affairs.
